CHICAGO, III., Dec. 8.—Gen. Miles this 
morning received a letter from Buffalo Gap,

‘‘Yesterday afternoon a party of fifteen 
Sioux atthe entrance to the Bad Lands en- 
deavored to cut off and capture 
three cow boys. The ranchmea in 
the: vicinity of the Bad Lands 
are sending the women and children into this 
town.

NEW YORK’'S DEMAND FOR A RECOUNT OF 
HER POPULATION, 


Supt. Perter Gives Interesting Testimeny 
Befere the Heuse Committee on Census 
—Repert ef the Ways and Mears Com. 
mittee en Tebacco Kebates—Preoceeding:s 
im the Heuse and Senate. 


Wasuinoror, D. C., Deo. 8.—Superintenden 
ef Census Porter appeared before the House 
Oommittee on the Eleventh Census this morn- 
ing and continued his argument on the re- 
quest for a retaking of the census of New York 


City. He read aletter from Mr. Childs, act- 
img-superintendent of the census, to Mr. 
Grant, introducing Mr. Olcott of the census 
office and requesting that he be allowed to be 
present and look over the police returns, 
which request was granted. 

He then read Mr. Olcott’s report to him on 
the police returns. The report showed that 
the police enumeration began on Sept. 29, 
and was taken by 97 pelicemen. In cases 
where the police returns were lower than 
those of the Federal enumeratore the report 
wald that the officers were charged with care- 
lessness and the officers were required to go 

ver their work. But lu cases „sere the po- 


lice returns were ever those of the 
Federal enumerators they were compll- 
mented on their qood work and 
called efficient officers and their 


names and pictures appeared in the papers. 
Mr. Olcott iso reported tbat he had ascer- 
tained that besides the families who were at 
tneir summer residences in June, there were 
about 4,000 servants also out of tne city, 
pearly ail of whom returned to the city by the 
time that the police census wae taken. The 
opulation, be said, bad also increased about 
E. 500 since June by immigration, Mr. Olcott's 
report states that the 27 took no pains to 
avoid duplication. r. Porter denied the 
statement made by Mr. Bowers that the cen- 
gus office had refused te give the city author 
ties the districts of the Federal enumerators 
and in reply said he could have done it iu ten 
minutes if asxed. 

Mr. Porter read a letter from Mayor Grant 
stating that the enumeration taken by tne 
police showed an increase in that city ofan 
Congressman and the State an 
additional electoral vote, and demanding a 
new enumeration. But the letter, ne said, 
gave no facts of incorrectsess and was not 
sufficientto wurrant a recount. Mr. Porter 
enid that hie reply to thie letter (which has 
been published) stated that the case would 
only be considered when presented in due 
form and showing where the incorreotness 
claimed existed. This, be said, ended their 
correspondence fora time, the base being ap- 
pealed to the Secretary of the Interior. 

The next be heard in the matter was a com- 
munication from Mr. Spear requesting & 
copy of the enumeration of the Second Ward. 

ur. Porter then read a letter from himself 
te Mayor Grant requesting him to furnish the 
census office with the police enumeration. 
Rut up to the present time he said that he 
had received no reply of any kind.

WHAT HAS IT DONE? 

The Interstate Commerce Commission 
may have rendered the public some serv- 
lice by moral suasion and other gentle 
means of influencing railroad managers, 
but it has never enforced the provisions 
and coercive features of the law from 
which the public expected substantial 
benefits. Its authority to suspend the 
operation of the law has been freely ex- 
ercised. It has permitted the railroads to 
violate with impunity all the sections of 
the law which the commission had no au- 
thority to suspend, and the excuse for 
this inaction has been the difficulty of de- 
tection and the commission’s lack of 
power in the premises. 

Rate-raising combinations, throat-cut- 
ting competitions, unreasonable discrim- 
inutions and the mischief of secret rates 
aud rebates to favored shippers have pro- 
ceeded unchecked, and after all the liti- 
gation with which railroads have resisted 
the enforcement of the law, the commis- 
sion is still awaiting a Supreme Court de- 
cision whichis to determine whether it 
has power to render any service worth 
the amount of its appropriation. 

The appeal from Judge BLODGETT’s de- 
cision that a shipper allowed secret dis- 
criminating rates and rebates not granted 
to other shippers can be forced to testify 
on the subject, will either show that the 
interstate commerce law is a cheat, or 


| that the commission does possess an ef- 


fective power which it should have used 
long ago. 

If either party toa secret and discrimi- 
nating rate agreement can refuse to tes- 
tify on the ground that he would crimi- 
nate himself, the enforcement of any law 
against such discrimination is impossible 
and we may as well disband the commis 
sion and abandon all hope of securing any 
better regulation of railroad rates than is 
afforded by the rivalries and the wrecking 
or sfock-jobbing schemes and ‘‘leeching”’ 
arrangements of the managers.

They were bareheaded to the last man and ata 
signal from their leader lvaaer placed their 
shoulders beneath the handie-bars and lifted 
the image into the alr, while out into the still 
night went a wild, mufiled roar from the mul- 
titude. From seme bidden retreat half a hun- 
dred torches were saddenly brought forth, 
lighted and Riosed in the hands of the eager 
worshipers. Four gasoline bead-light lamps 
were placed in charge of as many stalwart en- 
thusiasts on either side of the image. Ser- 
geant King then placed his detail, Officers 
Mercier, Fay, McEneny, Oendon and O'Brien 
abreast the toreh bearers, and the march of 
this strangely interesting procession was 


commenced. 
THE PROCESSION. 

It was a bitter cold night. Ihe thermometer 
showed the mercury ow the 20 mark and 
a sharp north wind sent its chilling biasts 
whistiing areund the cermers and down the 
courts. Over head a pale new moon and the 
ever-twinkling stars stood out in beld relief 
lu the inky dlackzess of the heavens, while 
under foot the fallen snow added its ghostiy 
whiteness to complete the scene.

On tbis palladium rested an image 
ofthe Blessed Virgin Mary, decorated and 
adorned with gold and silver and precious 
stones, asd surrounded with wreaths of fruit 
and flowers. On all four sides burned sacred 
candles, the refiections from which sent daz- 
ling scintillations of ligüt from the 
diamonds which bedeckead the figure. 
A crown of gold was on the Madonna’s head, 
from the top ef which rose a small goiden 
cross. The piigrims were celebrating the 
Immaculate Conception by tne Blessed virgin. 

For week preparations for the festival have 
been in active progress. Nothing of the kind 
had ever been held in St. Louls aad perhaps 
in this country, although in Italy the com- 
memoration is always characterized by a sim- 
ilar celebration te thatwhich was witnessed 
for the ürst time in St. Leuis this morning. 
Leaders among the Sicilians of the clty deter 
mined upon the innovation, hewever, and 


placed the inaugural ceremonies ia the 
hands of a committee. The image was 
made andthe faithful contributed to ite deo- 
eration. The men surrendered gold chains, 
gold coins, fngerrings, and set jewels; the 
women gave uptheir necklaces, oar rings, 
breast pins, brooches and articles of golden 
jewelry of all descriptions. Much 
of this property was melted 
and the yellow metal remoulded 
to make the cross and the row. 80 valuable

At 
times the crowd of worshipers would swell te 
several hundred, and then again dwindle 

wn to less than a score. A stop in any of 
the well populated courts never failed, how- 
ever, to bring forth recruits by the dozen, 
eager and active in filling up the ranks of the 


faitoful. 
OFLY ONE INTERRUPTION, 

Only once the entire night was there the 
least interrupt, and then 
officers 1 the scheme in the bud, 
Three balf-drunken boodlums d 
hidden in a fence corner near 
Ninth and Carr streets and were busily en- 
gaged im molding asupply of snowbails when 
the image was carried past. Asthe frst ball 
sailed yy oe ciose tothe sacred statue 
a dozen imy bands went into as many 
breaste and clatched the much-dreaded asti- 
letto, while a dangerous scowl was visible on 
8 forehead. What the result would have 
beén can only be surmised, as Officers wy 
McEneny and O'“ Brien upset the hoodiums ia 
the snow and sent them flying down the 
street by a ew weil- directed taps 
from their faithful night-sticxks. Crowds of 
the curious gathered on the more prominent 
street corners asthe torches attracted atten~ 
tion, Dut no other disturbance was attempted. 
Just asday was dawning the tired carriers 
Geposited their heavy burden in a niche in a 
corner of the room at 606 Essex alley, where 
the image will remais for the next sight days. 
The room bas beer gorgeously decorated with 
bright-colored tissue paper, flowers and 
fruits, one corner being arranged to form an 
altar. Here, every evening ef the present week 
the faithful willl gatnerto repeat their pray- 
ers to the Blessed Mary. At the end 

that time most of the valuable ornaments 
will be removed, while the statue will de 
transferred to some piace as yet not definitely 
determined. A year from tbis mori the 
festival will again take place on a more mag- 
nificeat shape and in keeping with the display 
made yearly in every Village and province in 
Italy and Sicily. 


Father Henry Seen.

SOUTH DAKOTA SETTLEBS. 


Lieut.-Gov, Campbell Declares That They 
Are Destitute and Starving. 


PEAR, 8. D., Dec. 8.—Lieut.-Gov. Fletch- 
er, speaking of the destitution among South 
Dakota farmers, says: 

„„es, there is destitution in South Dakots, 
all reports to the contrary notwithstanding. 
And what is more, I can’t see the wisdom of 
attempting to cover up these facts or being at 
all mealy-mouthed about thie business. If 
they are the truth it is boupd to ome out, Bo 


matter how much so-called boothers may at- 
tempt to oover them up. And what is more, I 
can’t see how by making things pubiiciy 
known anything but good can result. Itis 
not to be supposed that any ose 
is coming here without investigating 
the condition ot affairs, or that 
we want anybody to come in any other way. 
It le a misfortune that there is destitution, but 
it willonly de temp rary. The experience is 
one common to the settlement of all new 
countries. There are some seven counties 
that] know of that are suffering and in desti- 
tute circumstances, resulting from the 
drought which bas prevailed in these parts 
more or less for the past three seasons. lu 
Brown County the southeasstera part bad a 
fairly good crop. The rest le in mast destitute 
circumstances. Then there are Marshall, Me- 
Pherson, Campbell, Walworth, Edwards and 
Spink. These cvunties are all in bad shape, 
with hardly any crops to speak of. Ig our 
county we have an organization of somé6 six- 
teen townships, with a renresentative in each 
township through whom we distribute all we 
cen gather in any way to alleviate the wants 
of those people suffering the most. 

„What is going to be done? I am of the 
opinion that there ide mo danger of our getting 
too much assistance. The only proper way 
to handle the matter is through the Boards of 
Commissioners in every county. If these 
commissionersthink the proper course and 
circuinstances are thoroughly understood the 
railroad companies will furnish free trans- 
portation for food for sufferers; then if the 
ge interests of the coustry are with these 

liroads there ill be plenty of money to 
buy weods for the railroads to sbip im to sup- 
ply atl who are really suffering. @ may be 
called begvars, but ie it not better to beg 
thantofreeze and starve? and that te just 
what people are already doing and will con- 
tinue to do with increasing measare from 
thistime on. If the counties previde the 
tucans of commencing farming next yeur they 
WII ao a good deal. I beileveinaskiag aid 
wherever we can get it. It seems to me a 
false pride to keep facts as serious as these 
suppressed. It is unnatural and uncalied for 
on any ground that Jean see. South Dakota 
may be amply able to take care of itself ana 
live, but whether that covers the present sit- 
vation is the question. I do not believe that, 
fine sentimentas it is, it will Keep people 
from starving and freezing to death ia our 
partofthe State. If impartial judges thought 
the situation a serious one last year, they will 
find it as much worse this year.

NO SELFISH INTEREST. 


CHAIRMAN MEIER OF THE CITIZENS’ COM- 
MITTEE HAS NO CONSUMER. 


The Owners, Ageuts and Patentees of 
Smoke-Consumers Considerably Wer- 
ried by a Circalar—Why They Are Nat 
Inclined te Give the Information Asked— 
Mere Meney for Street Cleaning Needed. 


There is a flurry among theowners, agents 
and patentees of smoke consumers and pre- 
venters, all on account of the circular now 
being sent out by Building Commissioner 
Furlong. This circular is signed by Mr. 
Meijer, chairman of the Citizens’ Smoke Com- 
mittee, and is approved by the Mayor. The 
intention is to send it to all steam users in 
the city of St. Louls for the purpose of ob- 
taining from them a series of facts about 
pressure, capacity, consumption of fuel and 
80 on. 

The circular states that the informatian will 
be considered confidential if the informant so 
desires, and itis this statement which causes 
the treuble. The agents, Owmers and pat- 
entees saythat Mr. Meier, who will get all 
the information, is interested in smoke con- 
sumers and Is in the boller and grate business 
himself, so that under the guise of public 
good he is getting a lot of confidential in- 
formation which will give him a very great 
advantage over all the rest. They object to 
Mr. Meier being furnished with all this ex- 
clusive information and propose to fight the 
matter to the end. 

Mr. Meler ison record as saying, however, 
that he bas no smoke consumer and has but 
littie faith in them, and that his position bas 


been taken purely forthe sake of doing the 
best he could to find asolution ef the smoke 

robiem. It is very prebable that all the in- 
ormation obtained Will be tabulated im sue 
form that the informants will not be asso- 
ciated with the information, while the facts 
will be as valuable as they would under ether 
circumstances. 


More Meney fer Street Cleaning. 


The Street Department wants more money 
for cleaning the streets and keeping them 
clean and, according te the Street Commis- 
sioner, wants it very mucb. 

Maj.Murphy has been trying for some time to 


secure more money fer this purpese and bas 
used every effort to doit. Supt. Duffy, who 


| has been general supervisor of these matters. 


has drawaup the following statement of the 
cost ofthe work in St. Louis and in other 
cities, and urges it as an argument for more 
appropriatioas, Mr. Duffy says: 

‘*There are in st. Louis, 206 miles of macadam 
streets, eighty and one-baif miles of macadam 
alieys and fifty-one and one-half miles of 
paved streets, and three and one-half miles 
of paved alleys. The appropriation for this 
work is $148,000, divided as follows: 

For the paved streets, $50,000. : this work is 
done by contract and swept by machinery. 
For the remaining 296 miles of streete, and 
and eighty-three and one-half miles of alleys, 
there is appropriated $98,000. 

»The paved streets are swept and cleaned at 
the rate of 50 cents per 10,000 square feet daily, 
tri-weekly and weekly. The other 3879 miles 
of streets and alleys are cleaned by the city 
by laber and carts for $98,000, or $258.50 per 
mile per year, which is just one-fiith of the 
amoumst necessary to properly clean and keep 
the streets in a condition satisfactory to the 
people. 

**30 as to properly understand the subject, 
the departinent hes complied some figures 
from the actual cost of work done. They are 
as follows: 

First District, $2,400 per mile per year. 

„Second District, $2,367 per mile per year. 

Third Distriot, $2,640 per mile per year. 

ns average being $2,469 per mile for one 


ear. 
„In 1875 Superintendent of Streets Thomas 
H. Macklind estimated the cost of cleaning 
the macadam streets at $2,600 per mile. After 
examining these figures the insufficiency of 
appropriations is plainly apparent, and a 
more liberal apportionment of funde for this 
work seems absolutely necesssry. The city 
of New York, with 8380 miles of paved streets 
and twenty-five miles of macadam streets 
appropriates $1,285,835, or at the rate of 
$3,637.30 per mile. Brooklyn, with 366 niles 
streets, appropriates 
rate of $928.96 per mile. 
Boston with 283 miles,sixty-one miles of paved 
streets and 172 miies of macadam streets, ap- 
ipropriates $150,000, or at the rate of 6648. 77 per 
Chicago with 215 miles of macadam 
atreete appropriates $185,095, or at the rate of 
$903.50 per mile. New UOrieans with seventy- 
one miles of paved streets, appropriates §75, - 
000, or at the rate of $1,056. 38 permile. Wash- 
—— City with 156 miles of paved streets ap- 
propriates $88,852.90, or at the rate ef §537.5) 
per mile. A comparison of the figures would 
clearly indicate that only a fractional part of 
the amount mecessary is appropriated for 
cleaning the macadam streets.*’

A Heavy Fall in Stocks Takes 
Place To-Day. 


What Secretary Windom Thinks 
of the Situation. 


Reperts That Wanamaker Is Involved te a 
Very Serious Extent—Pesitien Assumed 
by the United States Treasury Officials— 
Immense Ameunts ef Meney Buried in 
the Safe Depesit Vaults—A Decline in 
Prices All Along the Line—A Hood of 
Stecks and a Bhortage of Meney—Trouble 
Brewing in Celorade—Fesitien of the 
United States Treasury.

tion, but solely in the tightness of the money 
market atatime when it should be easy. 
With the approach of the New Year 
everyone is in need of money to pay 
Dills, and for this reason there is not 
nearly so much in cirouiation as at ordinary 
seasons. Under normal conditions the money 
to meet payments would be deposited in banks, 
but the present financial stringency bas 
frightened a great many capitalists, both large 
and small, and they have withdrawn their de- 
pesits and buried the cash in the safe deposit 


vaults. 
LARGE SUMS WITHDRAWN. 


Probably at no time were the safe deposit 
companies the custodians of anything like the 
amount of cash that they are at present. The 
cause of these beavy deposits is not only 
anxiety but dissatisfaction on the part of 
those who have been in the babit of keeping 
accounts at banks and borrowing money. The 
most unfortunate feature of the present situa- 
tion isthe utter umsalability of commercial 
paper. Firms that have long been aceustomed 
to borrow large sums of money at the ena of 
the year have been refused accommodation. 


Their first step bas been to remove their de- 
posite, and in order to obtain cash to meet 
maturing billie they have been compelled to 
geil such securities as they bave at any prices 
that could be obtained. With this 
on the stock market to

the situation is regurded as most critical. 
was hoped that the latter part of last week 
would see an improvement, but Saturday's 
low prices were a surprise to all. The London 
Times in its financial articie this morning 
says it ie thought it may be necessary to as- 
sist New York banke to cope with the present 
Ait cuities by sending gold from London for 
their relief. 
WINDOM ON THE SITUATION. 

Secretary Windom in conversation on the 
financial condition and the prevailing un- 
easiness in monetary circies in New York and 
all over the country, said the Treasury De- 
partment ie doing all it can to relieve the 
present onfortumate condition and it will 
Sontin us to do so on the same line of policy as 
that which bas been followed up tothe pre- 
ent time. 

„de money stringency is notaresultof a 
contraction of the currency. There never has 
been a time im the history of the Government 
in an era of peace when so much money has 
been fewinuw out of the treasury into the 
country. During the nineteen months that 1 
Dave been at the head of the department the 
amount of money in circulation has been in- 
creased over a hundred willions and dur- 
ing the five months of this fiscal 
year the increase has been be- 
tween 75,000,000 and 80,000,000. That e an 
enormous amount of money to put out, but 
ite effect has been scarcely appreciatabie. It 
bes become absorbed without apparentiy 
leaving a trace of its existence. Of course 
when business is lively and brisk as it bas 
been recently in nearly all branches of busi- 
ese, it produces ascarcity of money, but the 
present condition of affairs cannot be aocount 
ed fer on hat ground. 

I think that for the greater part of 
the hundred millions which bave Leen ex- 
pended bythe Treasuryin the purchase of 
bonds you must look in the private tills and 
im the vaults of the safe deposit companies, 
and until confidence is restered and those 
who are mow hoarding money can be induced 
to let eo of it an enormous amount of money 
would be required to give adequate relief. 

„„It bas been suggested, Mr. Windom, that 

our cali for $5,000,000 of the 4 per cents will 
Save no appreciabie effect upon the situation 
and that to do any geod the treasury should 

adopt heroic measures and put in circulation 
at once as much as seventy-five or a husdred 


millions. 

‘*That foould, only be done by action of 
Congress, replied the Secretary. ‘‘The 
treasury ie doing as much as it can do im the 
eiroumestances. What I may doin the future 
J cannot say, because I have not decided, but 

do not propose to let the 
treasury become bankrupt, who- 
ever else may become so, while I am at the 
head of the department. There is in the 
Treasury at the present time enough money 
to pay out about $6,000,000 for donde offered in 
response to my, cail of last evening, anda 
littie more. here is about $17,500,000 in 
fractional currency which might be paid out 
in the purchase of bonds, but 1 suppose if 
that was done it would be offered next day in 
exohange for greenbacks, so that greenbacks 
might just as well be paid outet Arst, although 
there is a lack of small currency all over the 
country. But it would not be possibie so pay 
eut the amount ef money you meatior.’*’

I received the 
other day a broad and comprehensive scheme 
which, if it were adopted. would un- 
Goubtedly afford a great deal of relief. 
do not know where it came f:om, 
as the commusieation was pot siened, but it 
took the form ofa series of five petitions. 
One of them was printed evidently for the 
urpose of circulation, and bore at the top in 
arge black letters, ‘Stop Robbing the Treas- 
ury.’ The first of the series was addressed to 
the Secretary of the Treasury, calling upon 
him to stop robbing the treasury by 
purchasing donde at „ premium, 
and commanding him to duy tnem at par. 
The second was addressed to the President 
and requested him to call upon the *ecretary 
of the Treasury te purchase bonds at par 
witheut pay lag premiums. The third, ad- 
dressed to the Supreme Court, demanded that 
that body should mandamus the President 
and cal apon him to call upon the 
tecretary to the same effect. 
The fourth — directed to the 
House of Representatives, and requested the 
impeachment of the Secretary for robbing the 
Treasury by this payment of premiums on 
bonds, and the fifth was addressed to the Sen- 
ate and House in Congress assembied to pass 
a Dill issuimg legal tender notes to the extent 
of 80,000,000 for a purchase of bonde at par. 
That is a pretty comprehensive scheme, isn’t 
it, and how well it would look if it was to be 
adopted. But so far I have not heard 
of the Supreme Court taking action desired, 
sndlbave no doubt that I should be able to 
offer a good defense if the impeachment reso- 
lution was to be passed by the House. No; the 
only thing that I can say about the future 
policy of the Department is that as occasion 
presente itself shall continue to purchnse 
bonds so long as the financial condition of the 
Treasury will warrant such action.’’ 
A GOOD OPENING. 

On the opening the market was fairly firm 
and an effort was made to surtain prices. The 
market seemed to have recovered from the 
panicky feeling of Saturday, but it retained 
the feverish sud unsettied character and some 
wide and violent fluctuations occurred 
in the early trading. although 
the market ac the same time 
displayed in some stocks the most pro- 
noueced strength. The opening figures were 
quite irreguiar as compared with the final 
. of Saturday, the most noted changes 

cing a loss of 1 percent in Union Pacificat 
100, anda gain of luden Sugar Refineries at 
Dare. In the active stocks, however, prices 
mounted rapidly during the fret balf bour, 
the trading being accompanied by some ex- 
citement, and during that period Rock Island 
rose 3% to 69%; Chicago Gas

Other wide changes occurred im these specia!l- 
ties. The advance culminated, however, to- 
ward 10:30 and the reaction carried prices in 
many stocks back to and even below the 
opening prices, in some cases, Dut tne spe- 
cially strong stocks held ontoa portion of 
their gains. The market becamé more quiet 
and atll o’clock was weak at the reaction. 

TROUBLE IN COLORADO. 

A special from Denver, Colo., says the un- 
se'tied condition of the silver market is caus- 
ing serious trouble among Colorado smelters 
and tuose mines producing low grade ores, 
and unless something is speedily done by 
Cornaress, hundreds of low grade mines in the 
State will be compelled to closedown. When 
the price of silver went up under 
the present silver bill, the low grade 
producers sent thousands of tons of 
ore tothe smelters which was purchased at 
the advanced price. Ihe smelters are now 
loaded down with low grade ore, which can- 
not prefitably be treated atthe present price 
of silver, while the producers cannot find a 
market for their ore. Three firms in this oity 
figure their loss since decline at 18 cents per 
ounce on 4,500,000 worth of mineral, Hun- 
dreds of mines in the West are expecting to 
sbut down. 

As business progressed, and as demands 
were made on tbe banks, the rate of interest 
rose. At the opening money was at 10 per 
cent, but by noon had risen to 46 per cent. 

A DECLINE ETS IN. 

The downward movement in the stock mar- 
ket made further progress after II o'clock and 
many stocks were brought materially lover 
even than the opening prices. At the lowest 
Pointe Lake Shore at 100% was down 2, At- 
chison at 25% was down 2 and 
Lackawanna 1%, Western Union 1%, 
St. Paul, 14; suwar, 1%; Northwestern, Read 
ing and New England, each 1%; Pacific Mail, 
1%. and Louisville, 1 percent. The market 
azain became quiet after the downward 
movement reached its limit and while some 
recovery was madethe movement was irreg- 
ular and uncertain. At noon the market 
therefore, was still ansettied at something, 
better than the lowest prices of the morning. 

Wall street’s opinion of Secretary Windem’s 
circular of Saturday evening calling for pro- 
posals for the sale of 86, 000, 000 of the 4 per 
cent bonds as expressed this morning is 
favorable as affording some relief in itself to 
the monetary stringency, but ecill 
more so from Mr. Windom’s statement 
im an interview with a correspondent 
at Washington, published here this morning 
that the 517,000. 000 fractional currency in the 
Treasury micht be paid out in the purchase 
of bond. Wallstreet regards this as an in- 
timation of future early action in this direc- 
tion on the part of the Secretary of Treasury. 
The improvement in the opening prices this 
morning is attributed as much to this antici- 
1 action as the circular calling in 35, 000.

JOHN W. TURN 
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FLOW4ES5 FROM BULBS. 


A List of the Most Desirable Ones for Win- 
ter Bleoming. 


From the Culttvato and Country Gentleman. 

It those flewer-loving women who yearly 
persist in their endeavors to haye winter 
flowering plants by re-potting or transplant- 
ing from the garden border to pots those 
which have blossomed during the summer, 
andthen because these failto blossom pro- 
fusely again without a season of rest, bemoan 
their ill-luck—weuid store those plants la the 
cellar for use anéther year and invest a dollar 
ortwo in bulba, they would be sure of an 
abundance of blossoms during the holidays 
andthe remainder of the winter with very 


little trouble. 

No class of plasts is so satisfactory or has 
gained as rapidly in public favor during tne 
last few years asthose produced from bulbs. 
Were I restricted to one variety I sbouid 
choose the hyaciath. Its culture is very sim- 
ple, and Ms flowers combine both beauty and 
delicate fragranm, For home culture 1 pre 
fer the single varieties. Their colors are 
more brilliant, the blossems more profuse 
and their oder finer. It strong bulbs 
are secured and treated after the 
following manner success is sure: Fill afive 
or six-inch pot rather loosely with good xar- 
den soll and press the bulb down iu itso that 
about one-fourth of it is above the soil. 
Water freely to settle the soil, then set the 
pote in a coool cellar and cover with two or 
three inches of sand or leaves. Do not water 
again or disturb in six or eight weeks; then 
bring them up and place in full light and 
water freely. By this method a strong devel- 
opment of roots Is obtained, which gives an 
abundance of beautiful foliage and biossoms 
if not placeu in too warm a room. 

In glass culture it is not necessary to suc- 
cess that hyacinth glasses be used; any vase 
or other vessel will answer. A few pebbles 
can be put in the bottom first for the bulb to 
rest on, and a piece of charcoal should be put 
in each dish to keep the water pure. Fill up 
the dish with soft water until the base of the 
bulb rests inthe water. Set away in a dark, 
cool room. A the water evaporates, refill 
the dishes; and if it becomes impure it should 
be changed. When the roots hgve attained a 
good growth; the dishes dhould be brought 
into the light and placed in a cool room near 
the window. By planting at different times 
blooms can be had during the entire winter. 

TULIPS.—Are the most brilliant of window 
plants, and are very easily grown. The vari- 
ety known by florists as Due Van Thoi’’ nas 
always given tne best satisfaction with me. 
It ia of dwarf habit, seldom or never exceed 
ing six inches in height. The varieties sre all 
single except the double red, which is red 
bordered with yellow. Doubie tulips can aiso 
be easily grown in pots, and like the first 
mentioned ones, should be treated in the 
same manner described for hyacinths. 

Crocus.—Though not as bandsome as either 
the byacinth or tulip, the ¢rocus will yet give 
much satisfaction asa pot plant, or grown in 
small glasses. The bulbs are small and should 
be pianted close together. Named varieties 
should be selected, the yellow and purple 
— 2 being most effective fer home cul- 
ure. 

Chinese Sacred Lily—Few flowers have ob- 
tained such an enviable notoriety as this, at 
least not for home culture, and when strong 
bulbs ofthe true variety are obtained, they 
will merit all that has been said in their fa- 
vor. They belong tothe Narcissus family of 
the polyantuus ty pe. 3 are very 
easily grown and the ulbs have 
80 much vitality that they can 
be kept dry all winterand be planted at 
any time when the flowers are wanted. A 
strong bulb, grown after the following man- 
ner, will be sure to blossom in from three to 
four weeks after planting: Fillsome quaint- 
shaped, pretty vessel nearly full of pebbies; 
among them place the bulb, at about one-half 
ite depth; be sure to have it firm, and then 
fill the vessel with soft water to the top of the 
pebbies, and piace it immediately in a warm, 
sunny window. 

Freesia refractia alba—No winter-bioomin 
er other plant which I have cultivated wil 
give better satisfaction than a well grown pot 
of freesia, or, as it is called, ‘‘ African Ulv of 
the valley. It belongs to what is known 
Cape bubbis,and the blossoms, which grows as 
in eprays, are about two inches long. and 
shaped very like a giadiolus. The body 
of the flower is pure white, while 
the lower segments are epotte: with a dell 
cate yellow. The perfume is exquisite and 
will pervade a large room. It is easily grown, 
requiring orly te be potted in ber, 
watered sparingly at firet, placed in asunna 
window and watered more freely as growt 
progresses. I do not hesitate to recommend 
thie bulb, for Iknow of none which combines 
as many good points. It is also cheap. 

LILY OF THE VALLEY.—The ojd-fashioned 
favorite of our gardens is equally as bend- 
some for bome culture if a halt dozen pips er 
buibs are pianted in a pot together. ater 
and piace in a sunny wisdow in December, 
and they will bloom in six weeks. There is a 
small amaryllis called treatea, which is ene 
of the most beautiful of that popular family. 
The flowers are pure white, and delicious y 
scented. The bulva are small, and to secure 
the best results four or five should be plauted 
together in ssix-inen pot.

Use the sponge and bet water agains, bathing 
the face in water ashotas it can possibly be 
borne; apply the sponge over and over again 
to the temples, throat and behind the sears, 
where mostef the nerves and muscles of the 
bead center, and them bathe the face la water 
running cold from the faucet. Oolor and 
smoothress of outllse come back to the face, 
an astonishing freshaess and comfort is the 
result, and if a map of ten minutes can follew, 
every truce of fatigue will vanish.

REY. THOMAS DICK*‘ON ON THE MORAL IM- 
PORT OF THE ORGANIZATION, 


It Was the Real Sensation of the Year—The 

«a Mesistiess Mevement of Millions Under 
the Oppressien ef Centuries—A New 
Civilization—The Farmer’s Wife—A Pee- 
ple’s Government. 


5.— Prior to his regular 
sermon on What is Rellglon?““ at Associa- 
tion Hall yesterday morning, Rev. Thomas 
Dixon selected as the theme for his pulpit re- 
view, Ihe Moral Import ofthe Farmers’ Al- 
liance.’’

**The real sensation of the year isthe ad- 
vont of the National Farmers’ Alliance and 
Industriai Union. It is no mushroom growth. 
It is the resistiess movement of millions 
under the oppressions of centuries. Its 
motive power is social economy, religious 
and political. The advent of these em- 
battled hosts isthe most pregnant event of 
this generation. It is the beginning of a 
revolution that willshake this continent and 
the world. The first time they gathered 
around the ballot-box was the 4th of Novem- 
ber last. They polled between 2,000,000 and 
3. 000, 000 votes, elected Governors of three 
States, sent forty men to Congress and scared 
the life out of hundreds they dia not defeat. 
What is the moral meaning of this great 
movement? 

**First—It is the protest of patient burden 
bearers of the world, who have toiled through 
weary years, struggling beneath the wrongs 
ofeconomic and political superstitions. In 
America the farmers have become the beasts 
of burden of the nation. Their dus, 
mess has been td ted over 65, 
000, 000 of people, together with the 
hosts of the eld world, with the products of 
the year’s work, and then through the winter 
eke out a miserable existence wrestling with 
their mortgages, cyciones and foods. While 
they are doing this we laugh and grow fat, 
dance and make merry in the city; but how 
much will they make next year, buying aad 
selling their crops filty times, and charge old 
‘hayseeds’ with all our own losses. 

THE NEW CIVILIZATION. 

„„The question is whether these men, the 
freeat ‘of the free, the authors of this coun- 
try’s liberty, shall assert their rights and ob- 
tain justice, or degenerate into the condi- 
tion of tenants and seeders. The condi- 
tions of labor in all other induostries have un- 
dergone marvelous development and change 


in the last hundred years. The farmer works 
under the same stern conditions, perishing in 
the midst of boundless prosperity for others. 
He has determined to effect a change in the 
conditions and readjust himself on a ing 
basis to the new civilization. 

‘*BSecond—This movement means the educa- 
tion of the masses as masses, of the farmer as 
a farmer. It means the assertion of the 
manhood of the yeoman of the nation.

STEINITE AND GUNSBEERG TO BEGIN THEIR 
MATCH TO-MORROW, 


Career ef the Champions Steinits—BHew As- 

: seciation Foot Ball Is Played—Fitssim- 
mone as un Horse-Sheer—Affairs of the 
Cincinnati Base Ball Olub—Back Ew- 
ing’s Views—General Sporting News. 


O-MORROW tre great 
chests game between 
William Steinitz of 
New York, and Isidor 
Gunosberg of London, 
will oper at the rooms 
of the Manhattan 
Chess Club, New York 
City. The Mannattan 
Cluo Gomate 31, 000 to 
cover the expenses 
of the players and 
from this will also be paid the sum of $20 for 
each game won and $10 for each game lost, 
the players receiving $10 apiece for every 
game drawn. A prize of £75 or $375 has also 
been subscribed by English amateurs for 
the winner of the match. The 
contést is to be ten games up,“ 
and in case each player scores eight wina the 
match will be drawn, Gunsberg is a native of 
Buda-Pestb, Hungary, and is 36 years of age. 
His career asa chess-player was published in 
the Post-DISPaATCH. Steinitzisa Bohemian, 
having been born at Prague on May 17,1836, so 
He made bis 
first publicappearance upon the chess world 
atthe Vienna local tournament, where be 
carried away third prize, Hampe and Jenal 
securing respectively the fret and second. 
The following year Steinitz took second place 
inthe same tournament, Hampe being still 
his superior, but in 1861 he led the van with 
the dDrilliant record of but one game lost out 
of thirty-four in which he engaged. 

He made his initixul effort in intersational 
play atthe London tournament of 1862, where 
he obtained the sixth prize, and followed in 
the wake of Anderssen, l’aulsen, Owen, Me- 
Donnell and Dubois. The same year he 

layea his first match, his antagonist being 

Jubeis, who had carried away the fifth prize 
In the London tournament. Steinitz proved 
the victor, with five games wonto his aéd- 
Versary’s three, One game bels drawn. 

In 1868 he eatered upen a match of seven 
games up with Deacon, an English player, 
who, hewever, resigned when Stelmitz had 
won five games against his one. During the 
seme year he gained a decisive victory in two 
ether matches. Inthe first his epponent was 
Mongredien. Steinitz won the seven games 
eff-hand. With Blackburne, In the other, he 
lost one, drew twe, and won the necessary 
seven. 

In 1865 he gave DeVere the advantage of 

awnand move. One game was drawn, and 

teinitz dad won three when his opporent 
reached the desirable seven. At the Dublin 
tournament the same year he gained the first 
prize, McDonoell taking second. 

Stelmitz’s first really great achievement was 
his victory everthe champion Anderssen in 
1866, who was at that time considered the 
finest German exporentof the game. Steinitz 
secured his opponent’s 4100, with eight games 
to six. There were no drawn games. In the 
same year he took the first prize in the hand! 
cap tournamentof the British Chess Asso- 
ciation, and afterwards encountered Bird in a 
match of eighteen games up. When the scere 
had reached Steinitz Bird 5, drawn , Bird 
resigned. 

In 1867 he twice engaged in a match with G. 
B. Fraser of Dundee, Scotland. Onthe first 
occasion he gave his opponent pawa anid 
move and won seven games, drew one, and 
lostone. On the second occasion they met on 
even terms, and Steinitz worn three games and 
Jost one, three being drawn. At tile Paris lu 
ternational tournument of 1867 he took the 
third place, Baron Kolisch being first, Wina- 
fourth. in the 
Dundee tournament some menths later, Neu- 
mienn secured first prize and Steinitz second, 
while Steinitz and Dr. Frazer tied tor firet 
and second ip the handicap tournament at the 
same piace. The first prize in the ritisb 


' «bess Association’s handicap tournament of 


1868 was next carried away by Steiuitz. 

In 1870, after winning seven games and 
drawing one in a series with Biackburae, 
Steinitz again met Anderssen at the interrma- 
tional tournament at Baden. Anderssen toek 
Urst prize by half a game over Steinitz, who 
secured the second. Neumveaun and Black 
burne tied fer third and fourth by balf a game 
behind Stoinitz. This tournament was in 
progress during the Franco-Prussian war, and 
nearly everybody fled from Baden full of fear 
us the carnon thundered atthe neighboring 
towns of Weilssenberg and Worth, but the 
chess players, perhaps more deeply inepired 
by the close contagion of actual warfare, pur- 
sued the effigiem belli in which they were en- 

aged. atthe City of London Chess Club 
handicap tournament, in 1871. Steinitz was 
awarded first prize after winning twelve 
straight games without ioss or draw. 

The year 1872 brought Steinitz and Zuker- 
tort together at the Leudos international 
tournament. The first prize was takes by 
Bteinitz, the second by Biackburne, and the 
third by Zukertort. Steinitz and Zukertort 
metintwo games, of whieh one was drawn 
and the other won by Steinitz. In the bandi- 
cap teurnamert at the same meeting these 
twe masters played five more games, Zuker- 
tert winning one andthe remaining four be- 
ing drawn. After the tournament the two 
engaged in a match of seven games up. 
Steinitz vanquished his opponent, who only 
scored a single win, the number of drawn 
games belng four. The same year saw the 
commenpgement of the match between Lon- 


‘dorm and Vionna, by telegraph and correspond- 


ence, tor £100 aside. The London games were 
cbiefiy conducted by Steinitz and Potter, the 
Vienna games by Kolisch and others. After 
twenty months, Londen won by one game to 
a draw. 

At the Vienna international tournament in 
1878 Bteinitz gained tho first prize after hav- 
ing tied wits Blackburne forthe Emperor of 
Austria's prize. Inthis tournament Steinitz 
made the greatest rum en record. He won 
sixtecen games in direct succession, his op- 

onents belag Andersen, Paulsen, Rosenthal, 

ird, Schwarz and Blackburne. Blackburse 
suffered un ignominious defeatat the hands 
ef Steinitz in 1876, when inawatch of seven 
games up, the latter won the first seven 
eonsecutive games played. 

In 1882 Steinitz attended the Vienna interna- 
tional tournament, and in the competition fur 
the Emperor's prize he tied with Winawer. 
Mason teok the third place, wulle Zukertort 
and Mackenzie tied for fourth and fifth prizes. 
Zukertort also carried off the special prize 
for beating the rest three prize winners. In 
a matoh with Martinez in the same year Steln- 
itz wen seven straight games, and a little 
later, in aeeries of games with the same 
Player, the final score was: Steinitz, 3; Marti- 
nes, 1; drawn, 3. In the latter part of 1852 
Steinitz played a series of five games with 
Beliman, out of which he won three, the re- 


“maining two being pity + . 
At New Orleans in the Tolleowing year be en- 


gaged in about twenty games with Maurian 
and a iixe number with McCennel!l. With 
each player he lost a game and drew eve. lie 
aiso encountered Mackenzie in a series of 
games in Ciscinnati, Golmavo ip a further 
series at Havana and Martinez in a third 
series. Out of six Mackenzie secured one, 
while two were drawn; Golmayo won one out 
of eleven and two were drawv. Martinez 
failed to win a single game of the eleven. Of 
these Steinitz won mine gnd the other two 
were drawn. At the London international 
tourpament of 1883 Steinitz took the second 
rize; Zukertort having secured the fret. 
he two masters only met twice over the 
board, each winning one game. Steinitz wor 
three straight games from Seliman in 1885. 

In 18686 be once more met Dr. Zukertort, ina 
match ef ten games 14 under the auspices of 
the Manhattan Chess Club. The games were 
continued in St. Louis and cencluded in New 
Orieaas. A striking feature of the contest was 
the fact that after being so far successful in 
New Tork as to defeat Steinitz in four gamer, 
Zukertort only managed to win one more 

ame during the continuance ef the match. 

‘he final score was: Steinitz, 10; Zukertort, 5; 


‘drawa, 5. 

In 188 Steiniteg encountered Tschigorin at 
Tiavane in a match, ia which the winner was 
to be the one who get the best score out of 
twenty games. It was decided wher only sev- 
enteen games had been played. Of these 
Steinitz bad won ten, Teckigorin six, ana one 
was draw. 

Since then Steinitz has engaged in no active 
play with strong opponents ‘antil the com- 
mencement of lis iate match of two games by 
cable with Techigorin. He has, however, been 
engaged in chess work of various kinds, and 
hes made considerable and valuable addition 
te chees literature.

THE WEEK’S ATTRACTIONS 


A PLEASING SPREAD OF NEW AND OLD PEO- 
DUCTIONS AT THE THEATEBS. 


Dixey in ‘‘The Seven Ages’’—Hoyt’s A 
Midmight Bell’’—A View ef The Cle- 
menesau Case“ - Natural Ga“ and 
Elliott’s Veyagers—The Second Week of 
Opera in Music Hall. 


The biizzard weather injured but did not 
entirely blight the opening of the week's 
engagements at the theaters last evening. 

There was a good, rather top-heavy audi- 
ence at the Grand, where Henry E. Dixey 
appeared in The Seven Ages, his buriesque 
production based upon the words of the mel- 
ancholy Jaques in ‘‘As You Like It. 

The production opens with a pretty promise 
of originality and entertainment which is not“ 
entirely, fulfilled. The theme is essentially 
serious and deals with that great basic tragedy 
| of human lte whieh is found in the 

spectacie of fleeting youth, love, 
achievement, decline, decay and m- 
evitable dissolution. It is impossible 
to avoid in such a subject the tinging of the 
bright humor of burlesuqe with the somber 
shade of melancholy. The trony of 
humanity’s passing show thrusts itselt into 
the frivolities of stage entertainment. 

The theme, however, gives a dignity to bur- 
lesque production which it does not usually 
possess, and which was reached here and 
there in flashes of legitimate comedy in the 
performance. It also gives opportunity 
for variety and novelty which is 
not fully utilized. The production falls toa 
conventional, commonplace and even dull 
level at times. The various scenes are not 
filled to the brim with bright entertainment, 
but the apparently exbausted resources of the 
producers resort te the mest senseless horse - 
play and time-worn variety business. There 


ig Aa sensible drag and lack of snapand goat 
timos andthe wit is conspicuous for its ab- 
sence. 

White there are ne strikingly attractive 
novelties in the performance after its begin- 
ning, there are some lovely stage pictures in 
whieh scenery, costumes and P oon- 
tribute to charming stage effects. he music 
lor the most part is brignt and Catchy, and the 
grotesquerie of the stage caricatures reaches 
a high state of laughabie absurdity. There is 
genuine entertainment in the piece, but it is 
not constant and compelling throughout. 

Dizey himself gave some suggestion of 
Indifference ia his work last evening, but has 
more legitimate epportunity than he has ever 
had and utilized it with exceptional cleyer- 
ness. As the infant, the schoolboy, the lover, 
the soldier, the justice and the ‘‘lean and 
sliippered pantaloon’’ he hite the piane of 
oharacter sketching with skill. The picture 
which he gives of the frail old man 
is artistic and striking. His meatness 
of method and graceful agility of motion are 
as marked as ever, and his personal success 
is unquestioned. The cast embrace the 
strength of the Adonis 1 and preseats 
some excellant buriesque work. Among the 
must be George 
W. Howard as Carelus Van Loo, Herdert
